EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Interview Summary 

2. A few phone interviews are established during beginning weeks of April by the examiner 
to clarify a possible 112 issue regarding to written requirement with applicant's attorney, Steven 
May. The issue was resolved. Also the examiner has disclosed a new reference, Khan's reference 
in hope that the applicant is willing to further amend the claim. However, no agreement was 
reached. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5, 10-14, 18-20, and 22-34 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of record 
does not teach a system or a method for allocating a shared communication channel to assign a 
portion or percentage of the Walsh code space to one mobile terminal based on the measurement 
of a channel associated with one beam (see allow the applicant's specification para 0037-0040). 
The closest reference, Khan's reference, teaches assign different length of Walsh codes to a 
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user's terminal based on the measurement of the channel quality of the user's terminal. But 
Khan's reference does not teach the method of adaptive Walsh codes for a shared 
communication channel and the assignment is regarding the numbers of Walsh code available to 
a particular user's terminal.
